Lokdon (Ont.), May 25th.—When the 
water was let off by the removal of the 
splash board, search was continued for thoee 
under the lower deck, and 22 more bodiee 
were bronght to the Burface, making about 
200 in all recovered.

The City Council met to-day and passed 
resolutions of condolence. 
A settled gloom reigns over the city. 
a passen g er's sto ry . 
11. C. Montgomery, a leather merchant of 
Toronto, was on board, but escaped, and suc­ 
ceeded in saving many others. He states 
that on the passage up the Captain went 
among the passengers, urging them to keep 
on the other side. He said, “ For God’s 
sake, keep on the other side. If you don’t, 
you’ll have to swim for it,” A little later on 
he saw the water pass in over ihe deck and 
the boiler go by the board, when the crash 
immediately took place. 
A SORROW-STRICKEN CITY. 
Almost all business is at a standstill, and 
crowds line the streets discussing the sad ca­ 
lamity. 
The burial of the victims is at this hour 
(2:30 P. M.) proceeding, and a solemn stillness 
prevails. The city flags are at half mast, and 
the bells are tolling a knell. 
ANOTHER PASSENGER’S STATEMENT. 
LONDON, May 26th.—Shortly after passing 
Woodland Cemetery, the boat began to rock, 
and the crowd surged from one side to the 
other with each oscillation, rather enjoying 
the fun than being in any way alarmed. A 
number of youths on the upper deck took 
delight in keeping up the rocking motion, by 
moving from one side to the other, while 
others shouted gleefully, “ Let her sink. 
We’ll only have to wade ashore.” 
It is said by Borne, though denied by others, 
that the officers in charge endeavoured to in­ 
duce the passengers to remain quiet, but their 
efforts were unavailing. The crowd surged 
from side to side, and with each movement 
the vessel took an increasing quantity of 
water in the lower deck, to the terror of some 
and the delight of many more. 
PRONOUNCED A SAFE BOAT. 
T o ro n to , May 26th.—Official papers bear­ 
ing on the inspection of the steamer Victoria, 
which collapsed near London, have been for­ 
warded from Ottawa to-day by Samuel Rie- 
ley, Government Steamboat Inspector of this 
city. He looked on her as a safe boat for 
river traffic. She was inspected twice last 
year, firet in May and again in October.

MEETING OF CITIZENS— INqL'EST— BODIES RE­ 
COVERED. 
L ondon, May 26th.—A committee of 
citizens met yesterday afternoon to oonsider 
the situation and concert measures, and de­ 
cided to ask the Mayor to call upon those 
who are in straightened circumstances and 
extend such relief as may be necessary, to 
care for such bodies as are neglected, and de­ 
vice means for the erection of a public monu­ 
ment. It is probable that such monument 
will be erected at Woodland Cemetery, situ­ 
ated on the bank of the river, almost over­ 
looking the scene of the disaster. 
The inquest began last evening. The jury 
formally viewed the body of Miss Fannie 
Cooper, and adjourned till to day. 
A field battery was calle 1 out for the pur­ 
pose of blowing up the boat, under which 
several more bodies are supposed to be. 
The people tbroughont the city feel 
stunned and stupified at the blow, and weep­ 
ing men are seen on every side. 
Up to the present time 23S bodies have 
been recovered. 
L ondon, May 26Lh.—A pall has settled 
over the city to-day. Nothing is doing on 
the btreets, and funerals are held from scores 
of houses. 
HORRIBLE BXPEHIENCK OF ONE OF THE SAVED. 
L ondon, May 26;h.—One of the rescued 
passengers said he could feel the drowning 
little children as they swept past him clutch­ 
ing hia legs in their dying struggles. Drown­ 
ing mothers grasped him frantically, and pite­ 
ously implored help. 
THE CAPTAIN’S STATEMENT. 
L ondon, May 26th.—The captain said the 
boat was a nineteen ton screw, flat-bottomed, 
with a capacity of 400 passengers ; did not 
think she bad over 450 on board ; was well 
stanchioned, but not braced : had life-saving 
apparatus for 400; the boat leaked, as tho 
engir.eer said it had half an crm’s length in 
the hold ; the upper deck load were agreeable 
when asked to keep quiet, but on the lower 
deck there were unruly boys who could not 
be restrained. The engineer, firemen, two 
deck hands, a purser and the captain were 
the entire crew. Nobody asked him to run 
the boat ashore. 
STILL ANOTHER PASSENGER’S STORY. 
L ondon, May 26th.—R. G. Montgomery, 
a passenger, says the boat was greatly over­ 
crowded. The passengers were quiet and 
orderly. There was no chasing. There was 
considerable water on the main deck at the 
start, which accounts for her listing to one 
side. When the lurch came the stanchions 
snapped like pipestems, and the whole wreck 
slid down to port on the shore side, into 
the water. Hanging on to an iron support, 
he saw scores cf men, women and children 
being drowned like rats in a hole, and heard 
piteous shrieks on every side, without power 
of rendering aid. Mothers, with eyes start- 
isg from the sockets, would madly beat the 
water while their children hung about their 
necks with shiieks, until at last smothered 
by the water they went down with a sickeniDg 
gurgle beneath the flood.

THE C All ADI AH DISASTER. 
Tire dreadful steamboat accident on the 
river Thames, Ontario, near London, is but 
another illustration of the way in which 
the greed of gain overpowers all considera 
lions of prudence. The fact that the boat 
which sank under its enormous load of 
human beings hid been declared trust­ 
worthy by the Government Inspector, 
proves nothing. It is not shown that the 
vessel was a bad one, but only that she 
was frightfully overloaded. Any steamer 
afloat might be swamp:d in the same way, 
The responsible party is the rascally man 
ager of the line, who refuse! to listen to 
protests and warnings, and with a con 
ceited declaration of his entire competence 
to do his own work, sent the steamer oft'to 
ruin and death. 
Of course however 
nothing will be done about the matter, and 
in such cases it is always bitterly 
realized that nothing can be done 
The drowning of two hundred people ad 
mits of no compensation. The law- 
powerless to deal with such cases. It ¡3 
true that they could be prevented if it 
were possible to get men to obey the law 
and do their duty, but this has uot yet 
been found practicable. We have no doubt 
that the overcrowding which led to this 
disaster was iu defiance of the lav.-. There 
is generally some forgotten statute in­ 
tended to regulate these matters. And it 
is not altogether the fault of the steam­ 
boat owners that such accidents occur, for 
the public will insist on crowding into 
every available vessel and vehicle, and will 
rather encounter risks and discomforts 
than ¡ose a little time. S j corporate greed 
and public impatience work together, 
though when an accident has happened 
the public always forget their own part of 
the responsibility, and lay all the blame 
upon the corporation.

AH IMPORTANT JOURNALISTIC CHANGE. 


It is stated that Carl Scbnrz, Horace 
W hite and K. L Godkiu have purchased 
the New \ ork Evening Post, and that the 
first named of these gentlemen will assume 
the editorial position at once. All three 
are veteran and specially talented journal­ 
ists, and men of mark and experience. 
Mr. Goikin is well known in connection 
with that admirable journal, the New York 
Nation—the best, and, considering its 
merit, the least appreciated publication ;u 
the United States. Mr. Horace White’s 
former editorial connection with the Chi­ 
cago Tribune is of course fresh in the public 
mind, aud Mr. Schurz needs no introduc- 
tiou, either as a statesman or a journalist. 
The new firm is peculiarly strong iu brain­ 
power. and the partners are at one iu their 
general political views, though they may 
pern a ¡>a agree to differ upon details. Un­ 
der such guidance the Port may be ex­ 
pected to take rank as one of the fore­ 
most journals in the country, and it will 
be more than ever a power for good. No 
journal has ever earned a more thoroughly 
respectable reputation in the past, and we 
are extremely glad to know that Bryant’s 
paper is not to fall into hands less worthy 
than those of the three distinguished 
men who are now associated in its con­ 
duct. 


FOR THE BSEEFir OF POSTERITY. 


A curious, but very sensible device was 
employed at the burial of Lord Beacons- 
ticld, to preserve h'.s likeness for the bene­ 
fit of coming generations. A silver casket 
which had been an heir-loom in his family, 
was selected as the receptacle of a colored 
portrait of the dead Earl, and the casket 
was then hermetically scaled iu a ahcet 
of nickel, and its contents having been en­ 
graved on the surface it was deposited in 
the coffin. Whatever convulsions may 
sweep over the country, whatever changes 
may occur in its civilization, it is conse­ 
quently certain that no matter at what dis­ 
tant period that coffin may lie exhumed, 
those who open it will have the means of 
determining at once the identity of the 
remains it incloses. The idea of burying 
a portrait with the body, so protected as to 
be beyond injury from the weather or the 
chemical changes passing over the physical 
contents of the coffin, is one which might 
be resorted to much more generally. In 
many cases it would afford far stronger as­ 
surance of the perpetuation of the memory 
of the dead than almost any other re­ 
course could give. 


The address of the Albany Grant Club, 
which was presented to Mr. Conkling at 
his levee, isa remarkable composition. It 
was doubtless intended to explain the 
grounds upon which the re-election of Mr. 
Conkling is demanded, but it amounts to 
little more than an attack upon Blaine. 
The reasoning of it is peculiar. It argues 
that because Mr. Conkling did not desert 
his party in the last campaign, therefore 
he should be sustained in his efforts to usurp 
executive functions. The language of the 
address Í3 both highfalutingaud hysterical. 
It represents the country as having been 
plunged in a gulf of dark despair because 
of Blaiue’s failure to carry Maine, and as 
being lifted out of this slough of despond 
and into a region of ecstatic joy and hope 
by the noble exertions of Messrs. Conkling, 
Grant, Platt, Arthur and Cornell. These 
gentlemen, it is asserted, saved the situa­ 
tion, and they ought to have been allowed 
thenceforth to have their own way in all 
things. It is somewhat singular that the 
“ stalw arts” never realize that their lead­ 
ers only did their plain duty in the cir­ 
cumstances, and that they could uot have 
taken any other course without openly 
abandoning their party and with it all their 
own political expectations. 
Bat the Grant Club declares that all the 
trouble is due to the wicked machinations 
of Blaine. 
They say : “ With the most 
“ unworthy motives, James G. Blaine has 
“ sought to mislead the President and 
“ strike a blow at the representatives of 
“ the Republicans of New York.” Now, 
as far as the country knows, there is no 
warrant for this assertion. On the con­ 
trary, the President’s nearest friends have 
declared positively that he acted in the 
Robertson case entirely on his own judg­ 
ment, and that Mr. Blaine had nothing to 
do with the matter. But the Grant Club 
are determined to go to war with Blaine, 
and so they proceed to say that “ he eeeks 
“ his own advancement by encouraging an 
“ internal war in the ranks of the Repub- 
“ lican party, and by attempting to break 
“ down the influence and power of those of 
“ whose brilliant and triumphant careers 
“ he is jealous and envious, chagrined as 
“ he is over his own most miserable failure 
“ and defeat.” It may be observed in 
passing that this kind of reckless and ma­ 
levolent imputation is eminently calculated 
to promote harmony in the ranks of the 
party, and shows how profoundly the 
Grant Club “ stalwarts” are impressed 
with the duty of putting the interests of 
the party before everything. 
They proceed": “ Governed by lionera- 
“ ble self-respect, and guided by a plain 
“ sense of duty, your Senators have re- 
“ signed their trust.” It is curious that 
the public have so entirely failed to per­ 
ceive what a “ plain sense of duty ” or 
“ honorable self-respect” had todo with 
the resignations of the New \ ork Senators. 
So far it has been impossible for the most 
earnest diligence to discover a plausible 
excuse for their action. Duty certainly 
did not prompt it. Inordinate and over­ 
weening vanity may have had very much 
to do with it. But inasmuch as re election 
under existing circumstances cannot imply 
vindication, all pretenses of this character 
are necessarily futile. The Club further 
allege that “ In obedience to the demand 
“ and solicitation of thousands who delight 
“ to follow where Roscoe Conkling leads, 
“ he and his late associate appeal to the 
“ Republican party for vindication and 
“ approval.” 
Where are these “ thcu- 
“ sands” who are said in this turgid and 
toploftical style to “ demand aud solicit" 
the re-election of the Senators ? Assuredly 
none of these demands or solicitations have 
been made public up to the present time. 
Every Ecrap of evidence tending to show 
how public opinion among the rauk-and-lile 
of the New York Republicans goes, indi­ 
cates that the party dce3 not wish the 
Senators to be re-elected. 
The Grant Club wind up their boyish 
and frothy production w ith a stump pero­ 
ration of the most inferior sort. They 
“ appeal” to everybody who in reality is 
interested in the failure of their “ ma- 
“ chine” tricks, to help and sustain them, 
and, evidently with a dim perception that 
they have made themselves ridiculous, 
they fhriek out, “ Let no man be ashamed 
“ of the name of stalwart.” Whatever 
men may or may not have been ashamed 
of heretofore, whoever possesses any sense 
of the ludicrous must certainly feel 
ashamed of these “ stalwarts.” Through 
j all their windy rhetoric they have, in 
fact, failed to advance a single reason 
which ap:>eals to the iutelhgeuce for the 
re-election of Conklirg and Platt. They 
have done their best to widen the chasm 
iu the party by making unnecessary aud 
indecent war upon Mr. Blaine, but as lie 
is not a factor in the controversy it is clear 
that all this only tends to obscure the real 
issue. 
What that issue is everybody sees now. 
i Conkling and Platt ask the Republicans of 
; N’sw York to re-elect them on the express 
j understanding that they will fight the Ad­ 
; ministration. The real question therefore 
| is, whether the New York Republicans 
! prefer Conkling and Piatt to their party ; 
I for most certainly Garfield represents that 
¡ party, and Conkling and Platt do uot. 
! The Grant Club statwarts are misnamed, 


j They are in truth deserters, not stalwarts. 
They propose to disrupt the party rather 
than that a ccuple of “ bosses ” should be 
deprived of autocratic powerin New York. 
That is the naked situation, and what 
ConkliDg did or failed to do last ) car has 
nothing to do with it. If this address is 
the brst showing the “ stalwarts ” can 
make of their case, it is a bad one indeed, 
and the general opinion of the country is 
shown to be the sounder. And there arc 
many true Republicans who will be dis­ 
posed to think that a few more exhibitions 
like this of the Grant Club would go far to 
destroy allegiance to the organization un­ 
der which these humiliating displays of 
sycophancy and folly have become possible. 


about the employment of Chinese on the 
railroad are in search of the same kind of 
work themselves.

It would be interesting and 
instructive to know if these Bodie agita­ 
tors are really pining to take the 
places of the Chinese railr ad builders, or 
whether they are altogether above that 
sort of labor, and are merely opposing the

men dislike or refuse to do, their presence 
is a positive advantage to all concerned, 
and ought to be so regarded. We pre­ 
sume that the Bodie and Mouo Lake Rail­ 
road Company will decline to permit a lot 
of irresponsible persons to dictate to them 
what kind of laboi-they are to employ, but 
the very best answer they could make to 
the agitators would be to offer to engage 
them all in the place of the Chinese. It 
is a hundred to one that they would reject 
the proposition unanimously.

The Stockton Free Library is to be open 
to the public from and after June loth. 
Two yourg wildcats captured in Indian 
valley are being domesticated at Colusa. 
The Puyallup valley, W. T., promises 
to yield three-quarters oí M million pounds 
of line hops. 
Lincoln county, Nevada, ranchers are 
cutting barley and alfalfa. W eather av­ 
erages 100” in the shade. 
Sheriff Morgan, of Buena Vista, Col., is 
wandering through the country delirious, 
and the citizens are searching for him. 
The yearly round-ups of the cattle men 
are uow going on in Colorado, and hundreds 
of thousands of head of cattle will be 
branded anew. 
Pueblo, Col., expects to have a new 
opera house of brick, capable of seating 700 
people. It is expected to be ready by the 
1st of September. 
Coyotes have dug up the remains of the 
L dford party, massacred by the Indians 
on Ranchería Prairie, Southern Oregon, 
in 1859, and they lie exposed to the el­ 
ements. 
Tiiere are new seven wharves in Santa 
Barbara county, and grain and agricult­ 
ural products can be shipped to San Fran­ 
cisco by steamer and sailing vessel at a 
very low figure.

It is said that Bixty or seventy 
men signed the roll, bnt as the Chinese are 
twenty-five miles away, and as an alkali 
plain has to be crossed to reach them, it is 
not believed their anti-Chinese sentiment 
will carry them so far.

New York, May 26 h.—At s meeting of 
the Pacific Mail Com par y yesterday 160.060 
or more of the 200,OCO shares of tbs compuDy 
were reprrnented. The President’s report of 
the buriue-s of the cornpany for the year end­ 
ing April GO. 1881, shows that the impetus 
given to the building of railroads and devel­ 
opment of mines in .Mexico had greatly in­ 
creased the business, and this, with thesteady 
growth and production of the Central Amer­ 
ican States, requires a considerable increase 
of tonnage to take the place of ships that 
have grown useless from long use and loss in 
running. The want of tonnage has been so 
serious a matter that although ore vessel has 
been chartered at an expense of $90,000 per 
annum, the company was etill without a 
spare ship to take the place of any of those 
engaged in the service should an accident oc­ 
cur to any of them. Fortunately for the 
company's wants, tbe managers of the Bra­ 
zilian line having concluded to give up that 
servic?. the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
have become the purchasers of their two 
steamship?, City of Rio do Juneiro and City 
of l’ara. The last named vessel will take 
the place of the Crescent City between New 
York and Aepinwall, and the Rio de Janeiro 
will be put on tho route between San Fran­ 
cisco and Panama. The Crescent City and 
whatever vessel the Rio de Janeiro may sup­ 
plant will bo held in reserve. 
. 
President Houston recommended the bnild- 
ingof three additional steamers of abo ut 2,000 
tons burden each, to Rtrenglhen the compa­ 
ny's lines on the Mexican and Central Amer­ 
ican coast.

New Yror.K, May 26th.—The Tribune in­ 
terviewed Lelaud Stanford, who said his 
State was in a very flourishing condition.

tut, like the East, it had recovered.^ and he 
thought the outlook was bright. The Chi­ 
nese movement and Kearneyism had died 
out, because there was plenty of work to be 
had by the laboring classes, who did not give 
any more thought to the subject if idle agi­ 
tation. He thought much more capital had 
been made out of the Chinese than there was 
any need of. They were a most peaceable 
race of industrious, intelligent workmen. 
Unlike men of other nations, they did not 
have to be shown to do a thing inore than 
once, this faculty of imitation being so 
good that they could copy exactly. He did 
not think they were increasing in numbers 
in California, judging from tbe number who 
arrived and returned to China by water. The 
latter outnumbered the former. When ref­ 
erence was made to railroads and the want 
of transportation for the grain crop, Mr. 
Stanford said that what the people desired 
was the completion of a road from San Fran­ 
cisco to New Orleans, which would give an 
outlet for the crops. How much this was 
needed could be seen from the fact that most 
of last year’s crop was still on hand. He did 
not think people were very much’ interested 
in the proposed plans for transit across the 
isthmus.

W ashington, May 26th.—The appoint­

Yesterday the ten­ 
ants of the suspected house, which is situated 
Ucs Aristod, were surprised by 
the sudden eruption of a strong body of po- 
Vce- , 
men, supposed to be Nihilists— 
iianhoff, F iovowitz and another, name un­ 
known— were found in one of the rooms sur­ 
rounded by bottles containing a liquid bs- 
lieved to te nitre-glycerine. They were 
captured and taken off to the depot before 
they had time to attempt resistance. A 
number of papers are said to have been 
seized on the premises. Among them w ere 
several letters from Hessy Helfmann.

ADVICES FROM PANAMA. 
New Y ork, May 26th.—Advices from 
Panama to the 17th say : Recent telegrams 
from the interior aunounco the fusion in one 
body, to be known hereafter as “ Ukion Lib­ 
eral.” of all the factious of the Liberal party 
in the republic. A manifesto has been issued, 
signed by seven of the leaders of these fac­ 
tion?, burying out of sight all former differ­ 
ences and enmity, on a basis of agreement 
which is to form a political creed of the new 
Uf.ion, and combining their forces in support 
of a candidate named by the Government. 
Dr. Saldna’s election may be regarded as cer­ 
tain, and neither politically nor by revolu­ 
tionary force will it be opposed. In the State 
of Panama this intelligence is regarded by the 
friends cf Pablo Aroeemena as securing his 
election to the Presidency of the State. 
Murders are frequent on the I.-thmns of 
Panama, some of them being committed un­ 
der circumstances of peculiar atrocity. In 
thirty days we have had ten murders and 
one suicide. Life is insecure. Police vigi­ 
lance is deplorably slack, and justice halts in 
the punishment of crime. We require the 
stern action of the Vigilance Committee of 
eaiiy California days. 
Some excitement exists ia Bogota over the 
tern s of the protoed to the treaty of 1846, 
tetweeu Colombia and the United States, 
recently signed by Sarto Domingo Vila and 
Mr. Evarts iu New York. It is said to cede 
to the United States privileges which are un­ 
acceptable to the Colombian Congress, in the 
matter of buildiDg forts, the establishing of 
naval stations on the Isthmus, and the pas­ 
sage of American ships of war through the 
canal, etc. Our information on the subject 
here is still unreliable, but it teems that the 
President is disposed to make many conces­ 
sions to the United States and yield to Amer­ 
ican influence in the matter of the canal in a 
way quite exasperating to the majority in 
Congress, who are decided partisans of De 
Lesseps. 
In the canal matter all is quiet. Suiveys 
are being prosecuted slowly, but the absence 
of M. Blanchet, the moving spirit iu the en­ 
terprise, has thrown a damper on the energy 
and spirit with which operations were for­ 
merly pushed. Ijiianti'iss of material con­ 
stantly arrive, also machinery, etc , as well as 
labor from Carthagena, Port Limon and 
Jamaica, and as soon as the working plans 
are ready the men and tools will be on tbe 
ground. Tbere is a total lack of enthusiasm 
concerning tbe affair, and those people who 
are always quick to take impressions from 
what they see on the surface of such enter­ 
prises are much disgusted with the economi­ 
cal Frenchmen. They admit that if it were 
only a Yankee company that had undertaken 
the job much more would already have been 
accomplished, more money spent and five 
times the amount of work accomplished.

EDWIN BOOTH’S EAF.LTtR AND LATER 
ACTING. 
In the earlier part of his career Edwin 
Booth was accustomed to act Sir Giles 
Overreach, Sir Edward Mortimer, Pescara, 
and a number of other parts of the terrific 
order, which he has since discarded. He 
was great in every one of them. The first 
sound of his voice when, as Sir Edward 
Mcrtiraer, he was heard speaking off the 
Ecene, was eloquent of deep suffering, con- 
centiated will, and a strange, sombre, for­ 
midable character. The sweet, exquisite, 
icy, infernal joy with which, as Pescara, 
he told his rival that there should be 
“ music,” was almost comical in its iffect 
of terror ; it drove the listener across the 
line of tragical tension, and made him 
hysterical with the grimness of a deadly 
humor. His swift defiance of Lord Lovell, 
as Sir Giles, ar.d indeed the whole mighty 
and terrible action with which he carried 
that scene—from “ W hat, are yon pale?” 
down to th3 grisly and horrid viper pre­ 
tense and reptile spasm of death—were 
simply tremendous. This was iu the days 
when h¡3 acting still retained the ex­ 
uberance of a youthful spirit, before “ the 
philosophic mind ” hud checked the head­ 
long currents of the heart, or curbed 
imagination in lawless flight. And those 
parts not only admitted of bold color and 
extravagant action, but demanded them. 
Even his Hamlet was touched with this 
elemental fire. Not alone in the great j tinct­ 
ure of the tragedy—the encounters with 
the ghost, the parting with Ophelia, the 
climax of the play scene, the slaughter of 
poor old Polonius in delirious mistake for 
the king, and the avouchment to Laertes in 
the graveyard—was he brilliant and im­ 
petuous, but in almost everything this 
quality of temperament showed itself, and 
here, of course, it was in excess. He no 
longer hurls the pipe into the flies when 
saying: “ Though you may fret me, you 
cannot play upon me ;” but he used to do 
eo tb.CD, and the rest of the performance 
was of a piece with that part of it. He 
needed, in that period of his development, 
the more terrible passions to deal with. 
Pathos aud spirituality and the mountain 
air of great thought were yet to grow. 
His Hamlet was only dazzling—tho glori­ 
ous possibility of what it has since become. 
Bnt his Sir Giles was a consummate w ork 
of genius—as good then as it ever after­ 
ward became, and better than any other 
that has been seen since, not excepting 
even that of Davenport. 
Aud in a I 
kindred characters he showed himself a 
mau of genius. His success was very great. 
The admiration that he inspired partook of 
zeal that almost amounted to craziness. 
When he walked in the streets of Boston, 
in 1S57, his shining face, his compact 
figure, and his elastic step drew every eye, 
and people would pause and turn in groups 
to look at him. 


A LIVING PAPER KNIFE, 
An Indian Rajah, who was pleasantly- 
disposed toward the English, and had 
learned their language after a fashion, fre­ 
quently visited some years ago (so the 
story runs), the Viceroy of Calcutta, and on 
one occasion borrowed of tho latter a copy 
of the Edinburgh Review, which he hap- 
pcned to see lying on the table. When he 
returned the magazine the Viceroy asked 
him if he had found anything interesting 
in it. 
“ Oh, yes,” he replied, “ many 
beautiful things but also many discon­ 
nected articles.” “ How so?” asked the 
Viceroy. “ See here,” answered the Ra­ 
jah ; “ this begins with * Hunting tho 
Ourang-Outang’ does it not? And now 
turn over the page and here you have the 
‘History of Mary Stuart.’” The Viceroy 
laughed. 
He perceived that the Rajah 
had attempted to read the book without 
cutting the leaves. He accordingly took 
from his table a beautiful ivory paper-cut­ 
ter, explained its use to his visitor and 
made iiim a present of it. The Rajah was 
puzzled as to how the leaves of the book 
could be printed before they were cut 
open, but this was also explained to him. 
About a year after this occurrence the 
Viceroy saw a gay company entering the 
court, and in the center of it the Rajah 
seated on a young elephant. No sooner 
did he see the Viceroy than he cried : “ Do 
you happen to have an uncut copy of the 
Edinburgh Reirietc !

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Iy f a s t B rig a n d s.—An anonymous com­ 
munication. received by Chief Karcher yes­ 
terday, indicates that a state of hoodlumism 
exists in the neighborhood between O and P, 
Eighth and Tenth streets, which requires a 
proclamation of martial law and suspension 
of the writ of habeas corpus. It represents 
that section, under the sway of the little and 
larger boys, as pandemonium exemplified, 
and that Sundays are made unbearable by 
extra feats and performances. Added to the 
rest, they have just broke out into the mania 
of sling-shot practice at its wildest range, 
and the demand for mechanics to barricade 
the buildings in the neighborhood, it is 
claimed, is unparalleled.

A JAIL ROMANCE. 
Escape Out of the Window—A F.op3 De­ 
scent—Recaptured 
Mention was made yesterday of a young 
girl who had just arrived from San I ran­ 
cheo, having run away from her home. 
Upon Chief Karcher learning of the matter, 
and that she had taken quarters in a house 
in the lower part of L street, he had her 
taken to the police headquarters, to he there 
detained until he could notify her parents of 
her whereabouts, and have her returned 
safely to them. She was placed for the night 
in the ladies’ waiting-room, with comfortable 
opportunities for sleeping ; but yesterday 
morning the room was found to be vacant, 
and a piece of new half-inch rope tied around 
the leg of the lounge and hanging out of the 
window to the ground revealed the fact that 
she bad perpetrated a new class of elope­ 
ment, and as the rope did not belong about 
the premises, it was evident that she had 
been aided in her flight by some romantic in­ 
dividual of the troubadour species. 
Chief Karcher, determined if possible to 
rescue her from the end to whicli her initia­ 
tory steps in the city would lead, and restore 
her to her parents, detailed officers Arlington 
and Valentine to make search for her, and in 
the afternoon she was found at a house far 
down on the Riverside road, in company 
with a worthless youDg fellow of L and Sec­ 
ond street society. They were traced to this 
house by the officers, who found the young 
fellow in one of the lower rooms of the house, 
while the girl endeavored to escape recapture 
by hiding behind a bed in au upper room 
and covering herself in an unsuspecting man­ 
ner with a mosquito bar. They were both 
brought back to the city and placed in jail. 
The girl’s parents were notified by telegraph, 
and will probably arrive here fer her to-day. 
The young libertine who endeavored to corn- 
pass her ruin has been graced with the charge 
of vagrancy, and will probably be transferred 
to the chain-gang.

The girl states that her sister, who is an 
old resident on the L-street commons, visited 
her at the police jail after she was taken 
there night before last, and after going away 
gave the information as to location of room, 
etc., which enabled the young follow to effect 
the girl’s escape. She says he came below 
the window alicut 3 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ÍDg and whistled gently, and upon hearing it 
she opened the window, and he threw up the 
rope with a loop already made in the end 
ready to put around the leg of the lounge, as 
had apparently been planned by her sister 
while there. She obeyed his instructions 
and sw ung herself cntof the window, hanging 
to the rope, and slid down to the ground 
upon it. In doing so she lacerated her hands 
very badly, and when she was found again 
yesterday she had them done up, and they 
were in a very sore and even bleeding condi­ 
tion. After she had effected her descent 
from the jail window they walked, before 
daylight, to the place where they were found 
when arrested, upon the Riverside road. He 
was a stranger to her. and the older sister 
was conducting the plan of adding the 
younger to the L-street class.

SLANG NAMES. 
The reader has no doubt frequently noticed 
in the California newspapers, in items regard­ 
ing sporting and fast men, and men who 
have had more or less connection with fast 
life, not to say with criminal annals (though 
not all are to be assumed as being under that 
ban), peculiar “ slangy” names, by which 
cognomens these men have perhaps been 
better known than by their real names. In­ 
deed, some of them are even to their intimate 
friends unknown by their proper family 
names. A Sacramento restanrautkeeper 
and saloon man, who has during several 
years had occasion 
to know many 
of 
the 
class 
who 
thus 
enjoy 
odd titles, has kept a list of these 
names, from which extracts are given 
below. Some of the parties who are thus 
designated are dead ; some have had trouble 
that deprives the community of their pres­ 
ence : some have never been involved with 
the law ; most of them are sporting men and 
know what it is to gambol on the green ; a 
good many are now in this city, and a large 
number are sure to be here when the State 
Fair season comes on. But the list is genu­ 
ine, and the names given will be recognized 
by many, while none of those to whom the 
names apply will, on reading the list, plead a 
negative to the allegation that by these titles 
they are popularly known. The names in a 
few cases are obscure, aud the personal pecu­ 
liarity which gave color to the title will now 
and then be difficult to discover from the 
word employed; beside, there is necessary, to 
a complete comprehension in ail cases, a 
knowledge of “ slang,” of which only the few 
are possessed. But the general reader will 
discover from perusal of the list, that 
the English language is 
sufficiently 
elastic and profoundly expressive, and 
that fiction has never approached reality 
in this matter of “ slang names.” The restau­ 
rateur’s list contain these: Sleeve-Button 
Toney, Little Dan, Oregon Jimmy, Chuck-a- 
Luck Bill, Stuffed Jack.

MEXICAN NEWS. 
Chihuahua papers report great business 
animation in that State. 
According to a paper published in Pue­ 
bla, drunkenness is ou the increase in that 
city. 
A heavy hail-storm did much damage in 
the State of San Luis Potosí on the 13th 
ultimo. 
At a bull-fight in < 'ordoba, a short time 
singe, two of the bull-fighters were se­ 
riously injured. 
The surveys of the engineers of the 
Mexican National have been interfered 
with by the savage Indians. 
The attempt to organize a press associa­ 
tion in the City of Mexico for receiving 
foreign telegrams was a failure. 
The distinguished artist, Jose Escudero 
y E-pronceda, has painted portraits of Gen­ 
eral Grant and Senator Chaffee. 
The Sonora Railroad is completed half 
way from Guaymas to Hermosillo; that 
is to say, 50 kilometers of track have been 
laid. 
Mexican papers are complaining that the 
United States Government does not take 
sufficient trouble to keep savage Indians 
at home. 
A band of robbers defeated a small Fed­ 
eral force in Guanajuato a few days ago. 
General Trevino has ordered an active pur­ 
suit of this band. 
The anniversary of the defeat of the 
French at Puebla on the 5th of May, 1802, 
was celebrated in Mexico and other cities 
with great pemp, processions, fireworks, 
speeches, etc., and iu many places by the 
inauguration or completion of public im­ 
provements. 
The first week of May there were 12 157 
men employed between the City of Mexico 
and San Juan del Rio, on the Mexican 
Central, their wages amounting to §29,­ 
550 22. On the section beyond San Juan 
del Rio there were between 1.500 and 2,000 
men, their wages amounting to about 84,­ 
000. 
The week just paBt there were 12,000 
men employed between the City of Mexico 
and Toluca, on the Mexican National 
Railway, aud 1,000 men, under Division 
Engineer Porter, on the section imme­ 
diately beyond Toluca. Last Monday a 
large quantity of material was shipped to 
Zacatecas, and next Monday a train loaded 
with material will start for Morelia. A 
second track has been laid from the station 
of the Vera Cruz Railroad to that of the 
Mexican National. Manuel 51. Canseco 
has been appointed Government inspector 
for the Laredo sectioD, and Jose Maria Ro­ 
mero occupies the same position on the sec­ 
tion from Morelia to Salamanca.—[Two 
Republics, May 8th.

Two Pullman palace cars were put 
aboard the barkcntine Tam O’iShantcr yes­ 
terday at Long bridge, for transportation 
to Portland, Oregon, for use on the rail­ 
road there. 
The Light Battery, Captain Hasbrouch, 
will fire minute guns at the plot of the 
G. A. 1!. at the cemetery ou Decoration 
Day. The Fourth Artillery Band will 
play a dirge, Chaplain Noble will make a 
prayer, aud the graves will be strewn with 
flowers. 
Besides the poem and oration, 
the Amphion Quartet will render selec­ 
tions, and Miss Nellie Holbrook will recite 
Mi8s Oooliirith’s poem, and Mre. Waite 
will render the “ Star Spangled Banner.” 
Eirly yesterday morning George A. 
Wheeler, who strangled his sister-iu-law, 
attempted to hang himself in his cell with 
a rope made from a blanket. In pursuance 
of this design, W heeltrtied one end of tho 
ropo to a hinge on his cell dcor, and, 
thrusting his head into a noose at the other 
end, kicked a tin bucket from under him 
and swung off. James Snowden, alias Mis­ 
souri, a cellmate, who killed Maurice Her- 
lihy, the Sansonic street blacksmith, woke 
up in time to seo tho performance, which 
he at once stopped by raising Wheeler and 
removing the rope.
